The woman is Louise Drafka 
of New London, Wis., who says 
she is the wife of Willis Newton, 
one of ten men indicted for the 
robbery. She was arrested when 
she came here immediately after 
Newton's arrest and took $36,000 
from safety deposit boxes to give 
him to buy his freedom. 

The money was seized by officers. 

Indication of the importance 
which the authorities attach to 
holding the woman was seen to- 
day when it was found that she 
had been turned over to the Fed- 
eral authorities by the police and 
had been spirited out of Cook 
county and to Sycamore, Ill., where 
she is in jail. 

Postoffice inspecto said that 
they had traced a telephone call 
from Chicago to the woman at 
New London on the day of the 
robbery. They declared that they 
are led to believe that the wom- 
an drove her own automobile 
to Joliet, Ill., where the robbers 
abandoned mail pouches and an 
automobile in which they made 
their escape. The inspectors said 
they :' believed she saw the plun- 
der divided and if she does not 
know where it is hidden, is at 
least aware of who holds it.

Anthony Wayne Cook, president- 
general of the Daughters of) the 
American Revolution, today sent 
out @ communication to all State

Mrs. Cook states it is the sacred 
duty of her otganization to help 
to combat and endeavor to count- 
eract the activities of the societies 
that are trying to exact similar 
unpatriotic promises of their 
members.

Mre. Cook has sent out severa! 
pamphlets, setting forth¢the his- 
tory of these movements in ques- 
tion, their aims and their methods 
of “boring from within.” Among 
these studies is one on the “youth 
movement” which is “the most 
dastardly of all of old world evils” 
that has been brought to Ameri- 
can shores. It aims, she stated,

university in 1895. He spent @ 
year in the law office of United 
States Senator John C. Spooner 
and Alfred L. Sanborn, afterward 
United States judge for Wisconsin. 

Going to Chicago, he was asso- 
ciated in the practice of law for al- 
most two years with Jesse A. 
Baldwin, afterward Circuit judge 
of Illinois for Cook county. Com- 
ing then to California, he engaged 
in the general practice of law at 
| Los Angeles from 1898 to 1913, 
During this time he took an active 
part in civic matters, serving for 
several years as a member of the 
executéve committes, and as vice- 
president of the Municipal League. 
|He was, in turn, director. vice- 
| president and president of the City 
and, also, director, vice-pres- 
ident and president of the Univer- 
sity Club. 

In 1913 he was appointed by 
Gov. Johnson as judge of the Su- 
perior Court of Los Angeles coun- 
ty. He was elected to this office 
in 1914 and re-elected in 192%. 
During his occupancy of the Su- 
perior bench he served a number 
of times as justice pro tem of the 
District Court of Appeal. 

Elevation of Justice Myers from 
the Superior bench of Los An- 
geles county to the State Supreme 
Court, and to the Chief Justiceship 
of that body, by Gov. Richardson, 
comes as a merited recognition of 
a long period brilliant service 
on the bench by the new Chief 
Justice. He boasts the distinction 


of being the only judge of the Su-- 


perior Court of California who 
was ever appointed to serve as 
justice pro tem of the Supreme 
Court.

SOUL BEQUEATHED 

Superstition of the sea has it that 
when a sailor dies his sou! goes to 
the body of a sea gull. Van Ree, 
| being a sea-going baker, thereby 

bequeathed his soul to the galli- 
nule, frequenter of the Florida 
marshes. 

The beautiful bird, of shining 
purple plumage, is identified from 
all other members of the rai] fam- 
ily by its long red, white and blue 
bill—the colors being as distinct as 
those in our national emblem. The 
specimen which landed on board 
the Manchuria was identified by 
James K. Clarke, naturalist and 
engineer, who was a passenger. 

The bird was annexed by Frank 
Ysedro, the captain’# boy. Two 
days later, when the Manchuria 
reached Panama, Frank his 
new possession ashore to show to 
his friends. Frank released the 
gallinule and it flew out of sight. 
At midnight that night, attracted 
by the lights of the ship, it re- 
turned to the Manchuria, three 
hours before the liner sta for 
Los Angeles. 

All of these facts, say the sea- 
men of the Manchuria, bear out 
their staternent that the bird car- 
ries the soul of the dead baker. 
Van Ree was buried at sea on the 
night of his death, the 27,000-ton 
craft being stopped while Capt. 
Valentine J. Green consigned the 
body to the sea. ae 

The Manchuria brought 350 pas- 
sengers from New York, Havana 
and the canal, most of whom were 
tourists en route to the Orient and 
the Canadian Rockies.

OXNARD 


Beet Sugar Company Comes 


to Rescue in Time - 


Private Wells Supply Mains | 


City Plant 


Tottering Stack Causes Great 
_ Excitement 


OXNARD, June 21.—Were it not 
for the American Bees Sugar Com- 
pany Oxnard would be without wa- 


ter today. What had been feared 
for many months occurred when 
the water level ip city wells fell 
to such a depth that the pumps 
could not lift it. When the pumps 
failed the city was without water, 
The water level fell below twenty- 
one feet, the lowest in the history 
of Oxnard. 

Superintendent Walker of the 
city waterworks, communicated 
with F. C. Zitowski, manager of 
the American Beet Suger Com- 
pany’s local factory, and J. W. 
Rooney, his assistant. who ts al- 
sO # member of the Board of City 
Trustees. In less than two hours 
the factory was pumping weter 
from two of itg twenty-eight: wells 
into the city water mains, 
This is a Umited supply, however, 
but will take care of the city un- 
til the new pumps which are being 
installed by the city are in vopera- 
tion. which will be im about «a 
week. The city’s wells are 232 feet 
deep. Two deep-well pumps are 
being tnsatalled which will lift wa- 
ter from a great depth. Work on 
the reservoir is being rushed to 
completion so that the city will 
again be able to pump into 
mains. 

The suger factory officials pre- 
pared for such an emergency some 
time and when the time came 
the task of connecting up the fac- 
tory welis with the city mains was 
easily accomplished. 

Mayor H. H. Eastwood said to- 
day OUOxnarders may be thankful 
they havé a sugar factory here. If 
it were not for the factory there 
‘would be no water in the city. 

Adding excitement to the situ- 
ation. twenty men.at work on the 
city’s reservoir narrowly escaped 
death when a 150-foot chimney 
nearly toppled over on them. The 
chimney stands about fifty feet 
from the reservoir, in the water 
pumping plant. A truck driver 
leaving the yard after dumping a 
load of crushed rock forgot to. 
lower the bed of the truck. The 
bed struck a guy wire from the 
stnoke stack, snapping the post to 
which it was attached at the base.

The Phelps-Dodge Corporation 
primarily is a mining ingtitution. 
It went into railroading merely to 
secure transportation of its mining 
supplies, fuel, timber and bullion. 
In 1889. the Copper Queen mine 
built a thirty-mile broad-guage line 
to Bisbee from Fairbank, where 
was made ¢onnection with the New 
Mexico and Arizona branch of the 
Santa Fe, which, with the Sonora 
road, later was acquired by the 
Southern Pacific. 

Due to alleged overcharges by 
the Santa Fe, later extension of 
the Copper Queen line to Benson, 
direct connection with the South- 
ern Pacific was made. In 1901 came 
addition of a thirty-mile stretch to 
Douglas, where the Copper Queen 
had ebtablished its smelter. A year 
later was started construction of a 
217-mile extension from Deuglas 
to El Paso, where competitive 
lines toward the East could be 
reached, and the name of the 
read was changed from Arizona 
and Southeastern to El Paso and 
Southwestern.- 


PURCHASED TEXAS SYSTEM 

In May, 1905, for a considera- 
tion of $20,000,000, the El Paso 
and Northeastern system, with 452 
miles of trackage, was purchased. 
Various branches were built, as 
needed, and only a few years ago 
the . seventy - mile broad - gauge 
from Lordsburg to Clifton was 
bought, in connection with the ac- 
quirement of the mines and works

We rightly 
hold all of our schools responsible for do- 
ing all that it is possible for them to do to 
eradicate the weeds from the souls of our 
sons and daughters. We must hold all of 
our schools responsible for sowing “the good 
séed” in the souls of the students. 

May we not expect every school worthy 
of the name -to furnish a living dynamic? 
Ought not the school, any school, make 
the line of cleavage between plain right and 
wrong a little plainer? Do we have a right 
to expect the school to perform that impor- 
fant moral and spiritual function?

This city has been slower in recognizing 
its responsibilities in this regard than oth- 
er Coast cities. San Diego, San Francisco, 
Seattie—all have provided clubhouses ‘on 


:ighore for the entertainment and well-being 


of the sailors. Thus far we have neglected 
to do this. 

The War Board of the Y.M.C.A. has of- 
fered to appropriate .$500,000 from its gen- 
eral funds for a clubhouse, swimming pool, 
etc.,.on condition that this appropriation be 
met by a sum to be raised in Los Angeles.

wealth of the nation. 

¢4.) Continue and follow the 
cultural and educative program of 
masses, preferably. the Indians, 
in order to make of all the Mex- 
icans serviceable and helpful to 
each other, to their families and 
their country, having as a_princi- 
pal the exact knowledge of their 
rights and their duties. 

(5.) Seek the development of 
organization of the middle and 
lower classes by bringing them 
into closer contact with their fel- 
low-men, with whom they shall 
divide their inspirations and their 
struggles.
